H a r r is b u r g , Aug. 10.—Judicial 
contests in 25 of the 6? counties of 
the state at the fall election will 
furnish much of the interest turned 
on candidates for locai, county and 
state office in the September pri­ 
mary. 
In virtually every county 
where judges are to be chosen there 
is a spirited contest for places on the 
bench. 
Leading all others in interest, per­ 
haps. is the race in Allegheny coun­ 
ty, where 25 candidates are out for 
seven places on the court of com­ 
mon pleas and 15 others seek to 
fill the four vacancies on the county 
court. 
Philadelphia presents much the 
same picture, with enough candi­ 
dates on hand to flU all and more 
of the judicial places there and half 
& dozen other counties are being 
watched for their judicial handi­ 
caps. 
The last legislature split up the 
old 
M ifflin - Huntingdon - Bedford 
county district, creating two new 
districts in M ifflin and Bedford. 
In the latter county Gov. Gifford 
Pinchot appointed Judge Benjam in 
F. Madore to the place and he has 
filed papers as a candidate for elec­ 
tion. Contesting the post, however 
w ill be five other candidates, all of 
whom have filed both Democratic 
and Republican nominating papers, 
as has Judge Madore. 
No Judge was appointed in M ifflin 
county but three candidates have 
filed for the post there. 
Northumberland county w ill also 
have a spirited contest, with six can­ 
didates in the running and in the 
Snyder-Union district five aspirants 
have elected to enter the race. The 
post of associate judge in Snyder 
county alone has drawn six candi­ 
dates. 
In Erie county, with one vacancy 
on the orphans’ court to be filled, 
four candidates have appeared for 
the post and spirited fights are in­ 
dicated in Lycoming, Cambria and 
Cumberland counties for judicial 
places.

Miss Cecelia 
Lewis of Marshall avenue who is 
stationed in Sierra Leone with Miss 
Botham under the Christian and 
Missionary Alliance board, has been 
home for a number of months. 
Enthusiastic Over Work 
Of their work among the negro 
natives in Africa the missionaries 
are 
intensely 
enthusiastic. 
The 
work is tedious but the results are 
gratifying. Upon the termination of* 
their furloughs they expect to re­ 
turn to their respective fields and 
spend many more years carrying on 
the pioneer work of educating and 
leading the natives toward Christian 
lives. 
“We conduct classes early each 
morning, usually at about six o’clock, 
and they are attended 
by 
about 
fifty children,” said Miss Bender, 
explaining that the reason for the 
early hours was that the heat later 
in the day was so intense that it 
was an impossibility for the children 
to study. 
They are taught the English lan­ 
guage in order that they can speak 
and write it. Some of the children 
are quick to learn and before long 
are able to speak the English lan­ 
guage quite fluently. They have a 
much harder time to write the lan­ 
guage, as their own 
language 
is 
never written. 
After classes the children are as­ 
signed to different chores around 
the mission, and they delight in do­ 
ing their work in a way to please 
the missionaries. It is the job of 
several little girls to care for the 
chickens and at night to carefully 
put them in their boxes and place 
them on a large table in the mission, 
in order to protect the chicks from 
the “drivers.” 
Asked what “ drivers’* are, Miss 
Bender explained to the writer that 
they are ants that come 
in 
vast 
armies and devour everything in 
their wfay. 
“We lost a whole flock of chickens 
when the drivers came one 
day. 
They come together in formation 
and the only thing we can do is to 
get out bamboo torches quickly and 
beat them away. We can’t kill very 
many but we can make them change 
their course." 
Negro Republic 
Liberia, where Miss Bender and 
Miss Brisbin are located, is a negro 
republic and was formed during the 
time of slavery in our country by 
some of our citizens as a home for 
freed slaves from the United States. 
It ’s capital, Monrovia, was named 
after one of our presidents. It covers 
an area of 40,000 square miles and 
has a negro population of 2,000,000. 
Blebo, where the two missionaries 
have their headquarters, is a fwo 
days walk irom the 
coast 
town 
where they receive their mail. After 
the m ail arrives at the coast town 
and the missionaries send for it, it 
is five days before it can be gotten to 
Blebo. 
Sierra Leone, north of Liberia, is 
a province in the British sphere of 
influence covering about 4,000 square 
miles and with a population of 85,- 
000 negroes.

7. Allowance of comment upon 
the failure of the accused to testify. 
8. Abolition of payment of judges, 
prosecutors and court officials from 
fines and costs. 
9. Giving to the trial jutjge pow­ 
er to comment on the weight of the 
evidence. 
10. Giving of power to appellate 
courts to reduce sentences without 
a new trial. 
11. The grant of power to appel­ 
late courts to grant new trials' if re­ 
quired by justice whether any ex­ 
ception has been taken or not in the 
court below.

HE term "command of the seas’’ has become obsolete or, if 
if not obsolete, obsolescent. 
No nation is goined to be per­ 
mitted to enjoy the "command of the seas." 
The United States 
will not consent to its commerce being subject to the whim of 
some other powder; and Great Britain herself will soon be able 
to see that the bid theory of the "command of the seas" will 
work to her detriment quite as much as that of any other power. 
It has been said that Great Britain would perish without her 
foreign commerce. 
The United States, if it would not actually 
perish, would suffer to such an extent without its foreign com­ 
merce that the American people would not for a moment abide 
by the result, but whether it is more acute and more direct in the 
case of the one or the other makes very little difference, because 
the moving, controlling question is howf to protect our com ­ 
merce against the inroads of those who may be engaged in war. 
Great Britain must yield her dominance of the seas, come 
to an understanding as to disarmament or build against the 
United States. 
The latter she would not do and knows per­ 
fectly w ell she can not do. 
In the past the highway of nations, the common inherit­ 
ance of all people, knew no law save the law of force. 
In the 
future it must know’ no law’ save the law of right. 
It must be 
the "great com m on," the great free thoroughfare of the world, 
in fact as well as in name.

Atlantic steamship lines, suffering with other business from the 
depression, are going after more business with bargain prices. Bookings 
have fallen off tremendously this summer in spite of everything the lines 
could do to make ocean travel more attractive. Other inducements hav­ 
ing failed, they are using the attraction of cut prices^. 
First and third-class rates share the sharpest reductions because 
this business has fallen off more than second class and tourist third 
class trade. The stock market crash and depression yanked many free 
spenders out of first-class cabins and planted them in cheaper quarters 
or upon the solid ground. Immigration restrictions and the depression 
virtually annihilated the steerage and third-class business, once a source 
of rich profit for the steamship companies. 
The low third-class rate, which will allow a round trip to.Europe 
fqr as little as $131, is intended to encourage those of alien birth to visit 
their native homes and so partially offset the losses brought about by the 
drop in immigration. 
Although they will encourage more fall and winter voyaging, the 
reduced rates will have their real test next summer, since the majority of 
American summer tourists are already overseas or will be before the 
new rates go into effect.

An excellent piece of fiction of recent date is built about a series 
of letters that came to the solemn attention of a group of business men 
who were laying eut a publicity campaign. They found that numerous 
banking and finance experts were quite sure that the lull in business 
might last a long time. Then it was discovered, as the story unfolded, 
that the letters were wTitten in 1921 and that they exactly fitted into 
conditions in 1931, with the difference that all of the 1921 prophecies of 
evil petered out. 
This story sent us scurrying to the files, and, sure enough, experts 
were quite sad in 1921. Finance and industry were gloomy. The word 
normalcy was much used as something we should get back to. It was a 
drab world. Most everyone was out of a job and the tightwads were 
tighter than ever. The farmer was low and crops were in doubt. 
Then followed ten years—the best ten years we have ever known— 
with more square meals per capita, more motors per state, more rail­ 
road prosperity than ever, »ore jobs than the country had ever known.

A LORD GOES TO JAIL 
British courts have Just proved again that a million pounds can 
be convicted and sent to prison. Lord Kyis ant, British shipping magnate, 
was convicted of a crime and sentenced to a year’s imprisonment in spite 
Of his great wealth and social and business position. He had committed 
an offense against society and nothing could save him from paying the 
penalty. 
Lord Kylsant was convicted, among other things, of having falsi­ 
fied the balance sheets pi the Royal Mail shipping combine, of which he 
was chairman. 
Through his manipulations, he placed his company 
the position of misrepresenting its financial condition to the investing 
public. 
In punishing this man the British courts have not Increased pub­ 
lic confidence in the integrity of business and business men, but they 
have shonyn that fc is dangerous to deceive the public. The public may 
wonder how many other balance sheets are falsified and invest more 
cautiously, but it will look for the raising of moral standards among 
business executives as a result of his lordship's sojourn behind the bars. 
There is no evidence that the laws and courts of England .demand 
more honesty in business than do those of the United States, the large 
number of convictions of wealth Americans who were too free with the 
dollars of others indicating that the reverse might be true. A million dol­

death, violent and mysterious, came 
to 22-year-old Henrietta Schmer­ 
ler of New York, in a 
gully 
four 
miles from the Apache Indian res­ 
ervation in White River, Ariz., it 
terminated a career stamped few all 
its brevity with the bright promise 
of distinguished scientific achieve­ 
ment. 
She was too eager to explore “a 
forbidden page” of history, students 
of the Apaches say, with a shake of 
the head- 
Miss Schmerler was the daughter 
of a cultured and wealthy German 
and American family. She was rear­ 
ed by a father who loved books and 
was himself a scholar of rich attain­ 
ment. Elias Schmerler, a widower, 
after making a large fortune as a 
manufacturer and real estate opera­ 
tor, had retired to devote himself to 
his favorite avocation, translating 
weighty literary works, such as those 
of Herbert Spencer, into Hebrew for 
the University of Palestine library. 
The victim of the recent murder, 
so reminiscent of the blood-chilling 
stories related of the warlike and 
vengeful Apache Indians of 70 or 
80 years ago, was a typical Ameri­ 
can co-ed. Though a leader in all 
studies, she found time for sports 
and social activities. She played on 
hockey and basketball school teams, 
was an excellent dancer and a fre­ 
quent visitor to musical recitals and 
the theater. 
Anthropology Fascinated Her 
Two years ago, at the age of 20, 
she was graduated from New York 
university with a bachelor of science 
degree. 
Following th at she attended Co­ 
lumbia university in quest of a doc­ 
tor of philosophy degree. Of Inde­ 
pendent spirit, she helped pay her 
way by doing translations. But what 
interested this ambitious, intellectual 


girl more than languages, or 
any 
other study, was anthropology—that 
fascinating research into the history 
of the origins of man. 
Less than two months ago Miss 
Schmerler's splendid work brought 
her a fellowship of a year’s sojourn 
among the Indians on the western 
reservations. After 
a 
few 
weeks 
among the Apaches of Arizona, the 
girl wrote home excitedly to her fam­ 
ily—she had five brothers and sis­ 
ters—that she had made discoveries 
of the utmost 
significance. 
These 
concerned secret rituals that are 
part of the Apache tribal life.

Dispat ches from Morgantown, W. 
Va.t today confirmed reports that 
George Phillips, formerly of Harris­ 
burg and at one time so-called 
grand master of the grand lodge of 
the illegitimate organization, An­ 
cient Free and Accepted Masons of 
Pennsylvania, is now in the state 
penitentiary at Moundsviile, W. Va., 
serving a sentence of a year imposed 
on him June 26. He pleaded guilty 
in the Taylor county circuit court 
to charges of obtaining fees for Ma­ 
sonic degrees under false pretense. 
His two alleged accomplices who 
were arrested with him months ago 
have pleaded not guilty and are to 
be called for trial in the same court 
in October, the dispatches said. 
Phillips is the man, it will be re­ 
called, who was the active head of 
the clandestine organization known 
under the title Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons and kindred spuri­ 
ous bodies set up by himself and 
others in this state. He fought in 
vain to compel the secretary of the 
commonwealth of Pennsylvania to 
register and recognize the name 
emblems and symbols of his organi­ 
sations. 
He lost his 
action 
upon the 
ground, the courts held, that only 
the older and truly legitimate Ma­ 
sonic grand lodge of Free and Ac­ 
cepted Masons, the Grand 
Holy 
Royal Arch chapter of R. A. Masons 
the Grand Council of Royal and Se­ 
lected Master Masons, Grand Com- 
derv Knights Templar of Pennsyl­ 
vania, the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rite bodies, the A. A. O. N. M. 
shrine and subordinate bodies under 
the jurisdiction of these governing 
bodies were entitled to be registered 
under the act of 1929. 
After losing that fight, Phillips 
and others of his ilk started an ac­ 
tion in the federal courts in Phila­ 
delphia to restrain the oider and 
the legitimate Masonic organizations 
from trying to enforce the provision 
of the act of 1929 w’hich indirectly 
stripped the bogus A. F. 
A. M. 
organization of its pins, emblems, 
jewels, titles and insignia. 
The case never came to trial and 
died a legal death for want of be­ 
ing pressed. Then the true and old­ 
er Free and Accepted Masons and 
the legitimate organizations allied 
with it brought an action in equity 
In the courts to compel the bogus 
organization of Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons to cease using the 
lodge pins, emblems, symbols, titles 
and insignia. 
Attorneys who brought that suit 
say they will endeavor to have it 
come to trial in September.

WASHINGTON, D. C. Aug. 10— 
Production in Pennsylvania's boot 
and shoe industry during the first 
half of 1931 showed a gain of 10.7 
over th at of the corresponding per­ 
iod last year, according to the Com 
merce Department. The 
increased 
activity in such industries of the 
Nation was only 1.1 per cent during 
th at time. 
The 92 boot and shoe factories of 
Pennsylvania reported a production 
of 7.680,509 pains during the first 
half of this year as compared with 
6,937,781 made during that period 
last year, This was a gain of 10.7 
per cent. The total production of 
boot and shoe industries of the n a­ 
tion was 160,187,013 pairs during the 
first six months of this year, and 
158,457,256 during that time in 1930. 
This was an increase of only 1.1 per 
cent, or about one-tenth 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania gain. 
Such production in the Keystone 
State showed only a slight seasonal 
decline in June under May, there 
being 1,126,907 pairs produced dur­ 
ing the former month and 1,284,041 
during the latter. 
Especially gratifying to the De­ 
partm ent is the way in which the 
boot and shoe industries of the Na­ 
tion held up during June. This is 
usually reported as a slack month, 
but this year production during that 
m onth was almost up to that of 
1929, when a production record was 
set. Some of the factories are re­ 
ported as advertising for workers,

To Start Work On 
New Highways In 
State Road Program 


State 
Assumes 
Responsibility 
For 20,000 Miles Of High­ 
way Saturday

(State Capital) 
HARRISBURG, Aug. 11—Prepar­ 
ations are being made by the State 
highway department to begin work 
immediately in each county 
but 
Philadelphia on at least one section 
of road which the department takes 
over under the 20,000 mile road pro­ 
gramme. The department assumes 
responsibility for these 
highways 
next Saturday. 
Secretary Lewis and his engineers 
have been planning for the start of 
the rural rood improvement work 
for some weeks. Virtually all pre­ 
liminary steps have been taken and 
when the State takes over 
these 
roads work will be started at once. 
It is the expectation of the high 
way department to improve approx­ 
imately 1700 miles of this township 
system before winter. Of the 20,000 
miles to be taken over 6000 miles has 
been classed as improved by the de­ 
partm ent. 
Most of the mileage to be improv 
ed this fall will be given 
an 
oil 
treatm ent after completion. The de­ 
partm ent has placed a maximum of 
$6000 a mile on the rural roads. At 
that limit the amount to be expend 
ed will approximate $10,200,000. 
During the last few weeks the de­ 
partm ent of property and supplies 
has purchased for the highway de 
partm ent road building equipment 
costing 
$1,500,000. 
At 
prevailing 
prices more machinery 
was 
pur­ 
chased then anticipated. 
The additional 
equipment 
was 
needed to m aintain and improve the 
rural roads. After the new roads are 
taken over by the department the 
State will have a highway system of 
more than 33,500 miles. 
On July 23 Governor Pinchot and 
Secretary Lewis participated in the 
formal opening of the rural road 
programme. That road was between 
Lewisberry and Rossville, in York 
county. Improvement of this road 
has been finished and the machinery 
ordered moved to another section of 
York county where the department 
plans further work on the rural sys­ 
tem.

Good Detective Story »Ma­ 
terial In Strtinge 
Poisoning 
I

Milk Sickness 
Here is a very interesting dis­ 
ease and fortunately rare. It is the 
poisoning of humans with a vege­ 
table poison which is contained in 
the milk of cows who have grazed 
on certain plants. 
It is so rare that many physicians 
have never seen a case. 
I heard a 
physician lecture on the subject 
last year before the Illinois State 
Medical association. 
He had been 
lecturing on the subject many years 
trying to impress people with the 
necessity of destroying the weeds 
dangers 
of 
the 
disease 
and the 
necessity of destroying the weeds 
which cause it. 
These are two 
plants^-the white 
snake root and the rayless golden- 
rod. 
The poison they contain has 
been named trematol. 
It causes a 
serious state of illness in both cat­ 
tle and man. 
In cattle the disease 
is called the trembles on account 
of the incessant 
twitching 
and 
trembling of the muscles. In man it 
may result from drinking the milk 
or eating butter, cheese or the meat 
of poisoned cows. The poison is de­ 
stroyed by heat, but not by the heat 
reached in pasteurization of milk. 
Wljite snake root grows mostly in 
wooded country. 
It does not grow 
well in bright sunlight. When trees 
and undergrow th are cut out enough 
to allow blue grass to grow, the grass 
will drive out the snake root. 
It 


grows abundantly in the Mississippi 
and Ohio river valleys as far east as 
North Carolina. The rayless golden- 
rod is an inhabitant of the plains of 
Colorado. Texas and the southwest. 
The disease occurs only in those 
cattle which are allowed to graze 
widely and in u«selected pasture 
lands. It is a rare disease nowadays 
and education of the public and the 
dairy farmer has done much to cut 
down the incidence. The early set­ 
tlers of the Middle West, however, 
were often poisoned. Herndon, in his 
“Life of Lincoln,” says: 
“In the fall of 1818 the scantily- 
settled region in the vicinity of 
Pigeon Creek (Indiana)—where the 
Lincolns lived-Asuffered a visitation 
of that dread disease common in 
the West' in the early days and 
known in the vernacular of the ear­ 
ly days as milk-sick! . . . Abe’s 
mother had fallen a victim of the 
insidious disease. 
Her 
sufferings, 
however, were destined to be of 
brief duration. Within a week, she 
too, rested from her labors.” 
It is certainly one of the queerest 
and most mysterious of human dis­ 
eases. I have oftfn thought that a 
good detective story could be writ­ 
ten around it. In the story the vil­ 
lain would feed the family cow of 
his victim some white snake root 
and in this way accomplish the de­ 
sired dispatch. Such a crime would 
stagger the powers even of Philo 
Vance. 
I do not «write detective 
stories myself, so turn the idea over 
to the proper practitioners.
